27 Births and 13 Deaths—Only 


Two Diseases 


RUSHVILLE FELL BEHIND 


Only Four Births and Five 'Deaths 


Reported for This City During 


Entire Month 


Births more than 
doubled 
the 


number of deaths in Rush county 
during the month of July, according 
to the vital statistics on file at the 
office of Dr. E. T. Wooden, county 
health commissioner, in which' a to- 
tal of 27 births and 13 deaths were 
reported. 


The ^territory outside of the city, 


took the bid lead during the month, 
when 23 newcomers 'were registered 
on the books, and only four births 
were reported within the city. 


This is by far the lowest number 


in .•months, with, July. 1Q21, holding 
the record for three births. On the 
other hand, the four births in Rush- 
ville 'were offset by five deaths. Of 
these deaths, two were non-residents 
cf the county, who died here, one on 
a visit, and the other at a local hos- 
pital. 


July 'was out in front on contag- 


ious diseases, with only two cases 
reported in .the entire 
county—one 


case of diphtheria and one of chick- 
enpox. The former was in the rural 
district, and the latter in Rushville 
city.
